1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 10/08/03. Claims 1-20 
are pending in the application.

However, the prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly 
show or suggest a service platform method and system for enhancing services in an 
ATM network comprising, among other things, novel and unobvious limitations of

multiplex format and a packet format in response to the control message, and process 
the user communications in the packet format to interact with the caller and generate 
processing results" structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in 
a manner as recited in claims 1-20.
